ToDeath 


BATTLEFORD, Sask., Feb. 
5.—The rhythm of the snow- 
shoe trail stilled to him for- 
ever and the fingers that had 
tingled to the canoe paddle 
gripping the dock rail as he 
swayed silently, John Harms, 
57-year-old Athabaska trap- 
per, heard sentence of death 
passed upon him in assize 
court here this morning. 

Pronounced guilty of the 

November murder of his trap- 
ping partner, Johnny Anthony, 
by a six-man jury, Harms was 
sentenced to die on the gallows 
in Prince Albert provincial jail 
next May 8, by Mr. Justice H. 
Bigelow. 

The jury, which received the case 
at adjournment late Tuesday after- 
noon, returned with its verdict of 
guilty when court reconvened this 
morning. The case had been of 
brief duration but in the evidence 
there came out the story of the 
age-old struggle with the wilder- 
ness for food and fur, of feasting 
following the capture of a moose 
and drunken renewal of a quarrel 
that ended in a final puff of re- 
volver smoke on the shores of Lake 
Athabaska. 


It was as grim a story as had 
come out of the hinterland parallel- 
ing in some respects that of the 
mad trapper Johnson, who defied 
the police to the end of his trail. 
Harms, tracked to a cabin on 
Singed Dog island, surrendered 
quietly when a mounted policeman 
and airplane pilot came for him a 
few days after the murder. 

No defense witnesses were called 
by Harms but his plea of self- 
defense was entered. Witnesses in 
the case, brought 850 miles by dog- 
team, airplane and trains, prepared 
to begin their long trek back to 
cabins in the northern wilderness 
of Saskatchewan.

Fears are now expressed in gov- 
ernment. circles that legislation to 
make the so-called Bennett reform 
legislation workable and operative 
may .not be .possible this session. 


APPEAL LIKELY 

The Supreme Court cannot bring 
down its decisions for some con- 
siderable time, and there is always 
the likelihood that one or more of 
the provinces. may take any such 
decision to the Privy Council. Such 
action would wipe the legislation 
out of active operation for a year. 

Should there be delay in decid- 
ing definitely the validity of the 
“reform” legislation, the govern- 
ment will have to deal with the 
problems in some other manner, in 
all probability by co-operation with 
the provinces instead of by the ex- 
ercise of the arbitrary powers taken 
by the Dominion under the act. 

The outstanding bill to be fore- 
cast in Speech from the 
Throne tomorrow will be the 
bill creating the National Em- 
ployment Commigsion, which 
Premier King advocated in op- 
Position at the beginning of the 
depression five yecrs ago, but 
which the then government re- 
jected. The provinces are un- 
derstood to be in strong accord 
with the proposals. 

There will also be a bill to es- 
tablish the National Loan Council, 
which will stabilize the public 
debt situation in the Dominion and 
provincial fields. 

The bill will provide for a central 
council of the Dominion and ail the 
provinces to deal with the general 
question of debt, and provincial 
councils dealing with provincial 
debts. These latter will consist of 
the Minister of Finance together 
with the treasurer of the province 
concerned. The Governor of the 
Bank of Canada will be named as 
technical adviser. 


AMEND PRESENT ACT 

The Bank of Canada itself will 
be dealt with in another bill, which 
will amend the present act and 
provide for the taking over by the 
Minister of Finance at a _ fixed 
price of the entire $5,000,000 worth 
of shares, most of which are now 
in the hands of private sharehold- 
ers. The bill will also lay down 
the manner ‘in which the bank is to 
be governed after the private 
shareholders have disappeared. The 
Governor and staff of the bank will 
temain unchanged: 

Legislation will be brought down 
approving the reciprocity pact with 
the United. States. The Japanese 
treaty does not need ratification of 
the old treaty standing. The diffi- 
culties arising out of former fixed 
valuations and depreciation of the 
yen have been adjusted. 

Some unusual bills will be 
those providing for changes in 
the present set-up of government 
departments. The ministry of 
railways and canals will become 

the ministry of transportation 
and communication, and will take 
in the ministry of marine, which 
passes out of the picture as a 
separate entity with a separate 
minister. (The original depart- 
ment was marine and fisheries; 
marine is absorbed and fisheries 
has already become a separate 
department with its own min- 
ister). 

The ministry of» the interior, 
with its subordinate department of 
mines, department of Indian 
aiffairs, and the Northwest Terri- 
tories and national parks branches 
will become a single entity, the 
ministry of natyral resources. The 
old ministry of immigration and 
colonization will disappear and will 
reappear in the bil] merely as a 
colonization branch of the ministry 
of natural resources. 

Another new departure will be 
the bill to establish parliamentary 
under secretaries. These will be 
attached to the principal ministries 
(not to all) being capable parlia- 
mentarians who act as junior min- 
isters in parliament, taking much 
of the load off their minjsters.

PARLIAMENT 

Parliament meets at Ottawa on Thursday, 
to undo the mistakes of its predecessor and to 
set in operation the very definite, and very 
different, policy on which the majority members 
were elected. 

The condition of the country supplies all 
necessary proof that the sooner that reversal of 
policy is made, and the more complete it is, the 
better. Unemployment is still a national pro- 
blem and menace, and there is no prospect of it 
becoming anything else until the gates of trade 
are opened and wider markets are sought and 
found for the products whose export means 
prosperity and whose non-export means con- 
tinued stagnation. 

The present parliament is the product of a 
“protest vote” registered by a nation brought to 
the verge of ruin by “sound” mohey nonsense 
and trade-blasting folly. 

That is the fact parliament should keep in 
mind. The country looks to it, and is entitled 
to look to it, to retire these devastating absurd- 
ities with despatch and give enterprise and 
industry a chance to redeem the losses of the 
last five years and make Canada again a going 
concern, 


TTHE POWER QUESTION 

Mr. James M. Robertson, consulting engineer 
employed by the city council, advises council 
that this is a poor time for the city to undertake 
the heavy capital expenditure that would be 
necessary to put its power plant in dependable 
condition to supply the needed and growing 
volume of electric energy. 

That being the case, the alternative course 
suggests itself; that council should go carefully 
but frankly into the new proposals submitted 
by the Calgary Power Co., with a view to nego- 
tiating a new agreement on lines fair and 
advantageous to both parties. 

Whether an agreement could be reached 
would necessarily depend upon the terms 
offered or acceptable. The broad facts are that 
the city needs an assured continuous supply of 
current, while the company has current to sell 
and must sell it to validate its investment. 

There is a basis there for discussion on 
straight business lines, with prejudice and 
theorizing left out. Since the city is not well 
situated to modernize its own plant, to arbi- 
trarily refuse to negotiate for an arrangement 
to secure current from the only other avalizeble 
source would be neither reasonable nor safe. 


THE LEGISLATURE 

The new provincial legislature, pledged to 
introduce the payment of subsistence subsidies 
to all residents of the province—a scheme never 
tried out in any part of the world—will meet 
on Thursday. Obviously, no one can guess with 
any strong probability what the session will 
bring forth. 

Of matters which fall within ordinary com- 
prehension, one prediction has been made; a 
deficit for the year running to nine millions of 
dollars or more. Anyone can understand that. 
But if it is a sample, perhaps the less that is 
known beforehand about the business part of 
the program the better. There is no profit in 
hearing bad news in advance. 

Of the other part of the program, the 
translating of the Social Credit theory into 
legislation, only the Ministers could speak with 
understanding, and they have not spoken; be- 
yond a general statement that a bill of some 
sort will be introduced with that object in view. 
How far it will go, or will get in the direction 
intended, even the authors may surmise rather 
than determine. 

The members of every new legislature bring 
to the opening session an impressive assortment 
of conceptions and misconceptions of public 
policy, The present one is no exception to that 
rule, If what they said during the campaign 
reflects what the Government supporters think 
Social Credit is and should do, there will be a 
rich variety of propositions for inclusion in this 
half of the session program 

In fairness it should be said the Government 
has yet to make a beginning in the introduction 
of its revolutionary plan. It has thus far done 
nothing unorthodox. 


THE GOOD TIME COMING 

Premier Aberhart said in Calgary he is pre- 
paring to “surprise and dumbfound” those dull- 
witted persons who do not see how it can be 
possible to set up and operate his Social Credit 
project. 

That will be, or should be, good news to 
all “doubting Thomases,” as to the Social 
Crediters. 


They are, it is necessary to suppose, 


willing to be surprised and dumbfounded—and 
also delighted—by receiving (‘vir promised 
dividends. 

Perhaps when that good time arrives the 
doubters will be even more delighted than the 
believers. To the latter the dividends will be 
nothing but confidently expected blessings. To 
the former they will be positive “windfalls,” 
coming as things ardently wished for but seem- 
ing in prospect too good to be possible in this 
hard-bitten world. 

Away back in the dawn of things the Chil- 
dren of Israel went to bed hungry one night, 
but woke up to find the ground covered with 
manna. They were not expecting that. And 
who cay question that they got more “thrill” 
than if they had known it was going to happen? 

So it will be with the doubters—and the 
downright disbelievers as well—in Alberta, 
when the magic credit books come to them 
through the mails and they learn to their glad 
surprise that they can head for the stores and 
buy the things they have long wanted but could 
not afford. 

There will be no need to plead for “co- 
operation” then. It is a safe guess that the first 
dividend spent will be spent by a doubter. 
The “Thomases” will be well up in the fore- 
front when the grand stampede starts for the 
stores on the arrival of the first certificates. 
Their doubts will vanish like the mists of 
morning, dumbness and misgiving will flee 
away, and they will join with gusto in the 
anthem of the free to welcome the presence of 
the new day.

One 
imagines she has been novelizing some of her 
own experiences in trying to help folk who 
Jack imagination or a taste for elementary 
arithmetic. The book is about the troubles of 
the Hoe family with its never-ending financial 
obligations. Everything from the house itself 
to every piece of equipment in it—and the 
family car, of course—had been bought on 
payments.

Treatment of Epilepsy} SIDE GLAN 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

As I explained in yesterday's article, the 
majority of cases of epilepsy are caused by a 
definite intestinal toxemia. The seizures wifl 
tend to disappear as soon as a way is found to 
keep the colon clean and healthy. If the patient 
is to secure permanent relief, it is necessary to 
return the large intestine to a 
condition of normal function- 
ing. As a general rule it is 
necessary to correct pockets 
or kinks in the intestine 
where putrefaction is encour- 
aged. Certainly, when the 
intestine is helped to do its 
work in a normal manner, the 
attacks are at once relieved 
and tend to become more mild. 
The most successful treatment 
is that which depends upon 
keeping the large intestine clean and afterward 
developing a healthy condition of this organ so 
that no further trouble develops. 

I find that the best plan is to start the treat- 
ment with the fast and marked results are us- 
ually obained during the fasting regimen. 
Sometimes the seizures will occur more often 
than usual at the start of the fast and this may 
be regarded as a good sign that the toxins are 
being stirred up by the systemic house-cleaning. 
Often after several days of repeat attacks, they 
will stop entirely and no more will occur if 
the fast is continued and is afterward followed 
by a more suitable diet. When the fast does not 
increase the attacks, recovery is likely to be 
slower and occasional attacks may be expected 
which will be farther and farther apart, until 
they cease altogether. The dietetic manage- 
ment of the case is most important and perm- 
anent improvement can not be expected unless 
the diet is correct. 

The most probable reason that fasting re- 
duces the attacks is that during the fast the 
elimination of waste proceeds at a more rapid 
rate than when the patient is eating and there 
is less food to ferment and putrefy in the intes- 
tine so that the patient may become compar- 
atively free from the seizures for some time. I 
do not advise that the patient at home attempt 
to fast over any great length of time without 
being under the supervision of a doctor exper- 
ienced in the application of the fasting method 
of treatment. However, it is all right for the 
patient to use the short 5-day fast and gocd 
results are generally obtained. Two or three 
enemas should be used every day during the 
fast and at least one each day for some time 
after being on the fasting regimen. Rectal 
dilation often appears to be of benefit and the 
patient may apply this treatment at home. 


The diet to be followed after the fast should 
provide an abundance of both cooked and raw 
non-starchy vegetables, together with a reason- 
able amount of meat. Starches and sugars are 
to be omitted for some time and after being re- 
turned to the diet, are to be used in moderation. 

Manipulative treatment of the intestine is of 
marked value if correctly given and aids in re- 
storing the colon to normal functioning. In 
every case it is advisable to take x-ray pictures 
before giving the treatment, inasmuch as a pro- 
lapsed, kinked, or pouched intestine requires 
special manipulative treatments. In many cases, 
the use of the Morse Wave or the sinusoidal 
current is of value. 

In addition, the patient is to secure enough 
exercise. I find that the attacks are lessened 
when sufficient muscular exercise is taken each 
day to induce a healthy tired feeling. Exercises 
which strengthen the abdominal muscles are 
beneficial; the same ts true of walking.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1853 there died 
a man whose life: was a line 
between the very earliest days of 
Upper Canada and the beginning 
of its development—Thomas Tal- 
bot, the founder of the Talbot 
settlement and of large parts of 
Middlesex and Elgin. He came 
out to Canada as aide to Colonel 
Simcoe and did all sorts of 
errands for the governor and his 
lady. After Simcoe left, Talbot 
went back to England, fought in 
Europe and returned to Canada 
in 1801 to develop 3,000 acres 
granted him on the shores of 
Lake Erie. To his settlers he 
was an autocrat; to others who 
did not share his views on relig- 
ion or politics he was intolerant, 
yet he played his part in the 
conversion of the bush into the 
cradle of our present living con- 
ditions.

The Japanese nation is held together politically and kept in 
& state of military, naval and commercial progress by an unquest- 
ioning faith that the Emperor of Japan is the Son of Heaven 
and that life and death for the progress of Japan are opportun- 
ities for every Japanese citizen. The fact that this unquestioning 
faith may, to some extent, be turned to aggressive purposes by 
the military class, does not alter the fact that a human aggregate, 
moulded into a compact, national force from which fear is ex- 
cluded and in which nationalistic faith is given complete control, 
raises in the Oriental world a modern counterpart of the Roman 
Empire in the times of the Caesars. 


Turning from Japanese faith to European fear is to change 
from national light to national darkness. This European fear has 
been intensified by the progress of aviation. The boundaries of a 
European nation are no longer its sea coasts and mountain ranges 
and surveyed lines but its stratosphere. Gasmasks have become 
one of the necéssaries of life. 


The fact that European nations have everything to hope from 
peace and nothing to hope from war is deprived of power by lack 
of faith. 


The religions of Europe have become localized lip-services— 
to be called into use at weddings, christenings and funerals, but 
hot as a governing force in international relations. 


The nations of Europe are so afraid of each other that sanity 
has given place to an unreasoning, shuddering, terror of things 
unseen. 


There is nothing but fear in the way of the formation for trade 
purposes of a United States of Europe. Once the European nat- 
ions worked .up courage enough to trade freely with each other 
on any basis of efficient reciproeity—-almost all the incentive to 
war would be ended. 


Fear is in control; and trade irritations and immigration re- 
Strictions, heat up the political ferment, until terror impels war. 


Until the barriers to trade are broken down in Europe, the 
danger of war will continue to be one of the always present, 
ever-destructive factors in national and international life.

Eye Beauty Depends 
Upon Care of Brows

Nowadays, for some reason or 
other, many folk seem to regard 
glamor as a purely porfessional 


quality. It was not like that in 
past ages. In the days of Cleo- 
patra, in the days described by 


Scheherazade, in the romantic era 
of the Bourbons of France, glamor- 
ous and alluring women were in 
the majority. In those times, 
glamor was considered a quality 
that every woman should possess, 
and consequently, all women culti- 
vated it. 

According to June Lang, screen 
actress, any average woman can 
acquire glamor if she goes about it 
in the proper manner. Take a girl 
whose @€yes appear to her to be 
merely ordinary. She can make 
them really beautiful, if she does 
the right thing by them. And she 
can make them most expressive, if 
she takes the proper care of her 
eyebrows. The brows, you know, 
accent the eyes, and if a girl neg- 
lects her eyebrows, she robs her 
eyes of half their expressiveness 
and allure. 

In the second place, eyebrow 
tweezers always should be sterilized 
before they are used. When the 
brows are plucked, the pores in the 
skin open. And if the tweezers are 
not perfectly clean and free from 
bacteria, germs may enter these 
pores and cause blemishes and 
eruptions around the brows. 17 
sterilizing process is, after all, a 
simple matter. Even boiling water 
will do the trick. And it certainly 
is worth doing, don't you think? 


PLUCK CAREFULLY 

In the third place, the plucking 
itself should be done very carefully. 
Before the eyebrow tweezing is 
started, a generous coating of cold 
cream should be smoothed over 
each brow and permitted to remain 
on for awhile. This will soften the 
brows and the surrounding skin. 
Then the brows should be brushed 
into shape with a smal] eyebrow 
brush, and the plucking itself 
should be done. If you desire, you 
may use one of those new painless 
eyebrow plucking preparations 
now on the market, instead of the 
ordinary cream. For these prepara- 
tions are really most effective. Do 
your eyebrow plucking carefully, 
then, extracting only the stray 
hairs. And after the tweezing and 
shaping have been completed, all 
remaining cream should be re- 
moved, and witch hazel or a sooth- 
ing astringent should be applied in 
order to close the pores, to elim- 
inate any possible germ infection, 
and to tone up the skin surround- 
ing the eyebrows.

CITY RECEIVES OFFER TO TAKE OVER LAND DEPARTMENT 


Fire Chief 


Suggests 


City Handle Its Own 


Insurance 


Report Being Prepared on 
Land Department Offer 
—No Action Taken on 
Chief Dutton’s Sugges-, 
tion. 


Announcement by Mayor Jos. 
A. Clarke, K.C., that commission- 
ers had received an offer from 
interested parties to take over 
and operate the city land de- 
partment, and s proposal by Fire 
Chief Albert Dutton that the city 
handle its own insurance protec- 
tion with public funds and with 
the commission board acting as 
underwriters, were features of 
city council's special meeting 
held Tuesday for the discussion 
Of 1936 estimates. 


REPORT 

Commenting on the land depart- 
ment offer, Mayor Clarke said a 
report was being prepared in this 
connection. 

No action was taken on Chief 
Dutton'’s suggestion, council receiv- 
ing it as information. 

While council was dealing with 
estimates for janitorial service and 
operation of the Civic block, Mayor 
Jos. A. Clarke, K.C., said council- 
lors might consider repairs to the 
city hall elevator, which he term- 
ed the worst passenger elevator in 
Edmonton. 


UNDER REVIEW 

This question had been under re- 
view for several years, and reptace- 
ment of the elevator would cost 
about $10,000, John Martland, city 
architect and building inspector, 
stated. He assured council that the 
lift was safe and was inspected 
regularly, 

“If we leave it as it is we might 
get rid of a few bad aldermen,” 
laughed Ald. J. T. McCreath. 


“SAVE TEN” 

“Yes—Walk upstairs and 
ten,” rejoined Ald. Jas, East. 

Operation of the Civic block this 
year will cost $16,242, it is estim- 
ated, Last year's actual expendi- 
dure was $14,656, but the 1936 figure 
includes $1,500 for alterations to the 
commissioners’ and health offices. 

The fire department, one of the 
city’s big-spending services, will 
operate at an expenditure of $206,- 
290 this year, as compared to $208,- 
015 in 1935, according to Fire Chief 
Albert Dutton. 


PENSION FUND 

‘Commenting on a superannuation 
s¢heme for his department, Chief 
Dutton said he had suggested to 
insurance men some time ago that 
underwriters contribute %% of one 
per cent or even one per cent of 
insurance premiums collected in 
Edmonton toward a superannuation 
fund for the fire brigade. 

Premiums paid in this city in 

1934 totalled $700,000, Chief Dutton 
stated. 

The fire head also proposed 
that the city operate its own in- 
surance on pubiic funds, with 
commissioners acting in the cap- 
acity of underwriters. 


LAND OFFER 

Commissioners had recently re- 
ceived an offer from interested 

parties to take over and operate 
the city land department, esti- | 

mates for which total $99,550, | 

Mayor Clarke informed council. | 
He said City Comptroller John | 
Hodgson and City Assessor 
Thomas Walker were preparing 

a report on the offer. 

As the land department was op- 
erated at present, the door was 
wide-open for realtors to sell city- 
owned property, said Ald. Jas. East. 

Real estate men received a com- 
mission of five per cent, on the 
first $20,000 on a sale of city pro- 
perty, Supt. John Paterson explain- 
ed, Only 10 pieces of city property 
had been sold by private realtors in 
the past two years, he said. 

City land prices were too high 
as compared to those offered by} 
private individuals, declared Ald.

POSTPONEMENT 
OF CENSUS IS 
NOW PRESSED 


Dominion Seeks Saving of 
Five Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars 


With a view to affecting econ- 
omy of $500,000, the Dominion gov- 
ernment has suggested to Premier 
William Aberhart that no regular 
five-year census be taken this year, 
In the prairie provinces at least. 

The last Dominion census was 
taken in 1931 and another is sched- 
uled for this year. 

The province has replied that if 
the Dominion will accept for pur- 
poses of granting subsidies, the 
provinces estimates of population, 
that it will agree. 

This will mean a difference of 
about $200,000 to the province. 

The province has worked out fig- 
ures to show that taking the in- 
crease of provincial population over 
the 10 year period 1921-1931 and 
the five year period 1926-1931 that 
the province's population would be 
over 800,000. 

On the basis of the last census 
the province has received annual 
subsidies from the Dominion total- 
ling $1,771,475 and if the basis of 
800,000 is accepted the total annua! 
subsidy will be $2,015,375.

ACTS GAGGING 
PRESS MAY BE 
RECONSIDERED 


Premier Willing to Hear 
Newspapers On 
Matter 

The government is willing to con- 
sider repeal of amendments to the 
Acts covering reports of judicial 
proceedings and libel and slander, 
passed at the last and dying session 
of the U. F. A. government, Premier 
William Aberhart declared on 
Wednesday. These amendments 
greatly curtailed newsgathering fa- 
cilities. 

Although the government of its 
own volition has not yet considered 
repeal, he stated, when asked that, 
“I would welcome representations 
from the newspapers on the sub- 
ject.” 

He further stated that he believ- 
ed “ in the freedom of the press.” 

“I believe that newspapers should 
be allowed to express their opin- 
ions. But I also think that the ut- 
most care should be exercised in 
printing material,” he said. 

“I think newspapers generally 
try to get the facts, but I think that 
the utmost precautions should be 
taken at all times to insure accur- 
acy. I think the newspapers them- 
selves should get together and sce 
what they can do toward framing 
representations for repeal and to 
guard against any such action being 
taken in the future.”

It began, perhaps, with the 
prince's interest in the British Le- 
gion and the problems of the ex- 
soldiers, which started to be critical 
in England immediately after the 
World War. But it broadened un- 
til on Christmas night, 1928, radio 
listeners in Britain were aston- 
ished to hear the prince’s voice on 
their loud speakers, saying: 

“There are a quarter million min- 
ers, not cnly’ with no money now, 
but who for six months have had 
none. Everything is gone, and they 
have nothing left to sell. Because 
this distress is concentrated in 
special districts, do not let us take 
the line of least resistance and put 
out of mind what happens to be 
cut of sight.”

HE Prince urged contributions

“Do this tonight.” he earnestly 
begged.

In less than no time, $2,000,000 
had poured in, and $100,000 of it 
came from admirers of the Prince 
in still-prosperous America.

ANSWER 3: The plant is now 
inadequate and such action is 
called for as will immediately sup- 
plement the facilities now available, 
or substitute temporarily or perm- 
anently other facilities competent 
to supply the deficiency. 


ANSWER 4: The plant at pre- 
sent has a load-carrying capacity 
of about 21,000 kilowatts, consist- 
ing of about 10,000 kilowatts of 
modern equipment and 11,000 kilo- 
watts of obsolescent to obsolete 
equipment. It could carry a load 
of about 21,000 kilowatts under 
normal conditions and for a rea- 
sonable time, but without any great 
assurance of freedom from trouble 
and interruption.

'N 1932 the Prince again made a 
tour of the distressed coal areas 
along the Tyne. He slipped away 
from his party, and with a single 
companion went into the homes of 
the most wretched of the unem- 
ployed of the area. 

Then some remembered that dur- 
ing the coal strike of 1926 the 
Prince's controller had sent a 
cheque to the Somerset Miners’ Dis- 
tress Fund. 

“His Royal Highness necessarily 
cannot take sides in any dispute,” 
said a note accompanying the 
cheque, “but we all owe a debt to 
the miners in the past, and every- 
one must feel sympathy for the 
wives and children in these hours 
of distress. 

“Besides it would not be a satis- 
factory end to any dispute that one 
side should be forced to give in on 
account of suffering of its depen- 
dents..." The spectacle of a 
king contributing to a strike fund 
is a rare one, indeed.

Financial conditions will probably 
materially improve in the near 
future.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

Will Werner, retiring president, 
who would not stand for president 
for the coming year owing to 
health reasons read the president's 
report which showed substantial 
progress was made during the past 
year.

Jenkins of the Edmonton Health 
Board spoke presenting various 
angles of the question. 


DON’T LIKE IDEA 

A. T. Brown, for the raw milk 
producers, stated, “We don’t like 
the idea of being told by the health 
board what to print on our wagons 
or on our milk caps. You have to 
have your name and grade on your 
caps. The new by-law has too many 
holes in it. We don’t know where 
We are at.” 

Mrs. Strang also representing the 
Taw milk dealers claimed that the 
bylaw worked an injustice as there 
were four grades of milk which 
sold at one price and this would 
Tesult in only the best grade sure 
viving. “The bylaw was undemo- 
cratic, discriminatory and unneces- 
Sary,” she said 

Mr. Magee in opposing the bylaw 
claimed that it made the producer- 
distributor use certain equipment 
os ee take a lower grade on his 
milk, 


SELL AT LOWER GRADE 

Dr. R. B. Jenkins in reply to the 
Taw milk producers pointed out 
that the grading bylaw was not a 
bylaw to govern the conditions 
under which milk must be pro- 
duced as that had already been 
provided by in other bylaws which 
have been in force for years. 
“Formerly we suspended a man’s 
license if his milk did not meas- 
ure up to high quality. Now we 
allow him to sell it but at a lower 
grade than Grade A, if he can't 
measure up to the standard. If he 
can produce first quality milk he 
will be given recognition for doing 
so under the new bylaw,” the 
health oficer stated. 

R. H. M. Bailey, manager-secre- 
tary of the Alberta Milk and Table 
Cream Producers, stated that he 
represented some 500 producers as 
compared to 46 raw milk producers 
and that his organization, while 
they opposed the new regulations 
at first, were able to comply and 
have found them satisfactory, “We 
are not opposed to the health by- 
law nor to the health department. 
A professional man should know 
more about these matters than the 
layman. If he doesn’t, then he 
shouldn't be in such a position,” Mr. 
Bailey stated. 

HAD ADVANTAGE 

W. W. Prevey, representing the 
distributors, stated that he felt the 
raw milk producers-retailers had 
the advantage under the new bylaw 
and could not see why they opposed 
it, The pasteurizing plants opposed 
the bylaw when it was put into 
force and they went to the Health 
Board and told them why. “How- 
ever; the law is in force and we 
are willing to abide by it,” he said 
in conclusion. 

Mayor J. A. Clarke stated he 
came to the meeting with an open 
mind to gain information so that 
he would be informed when the 
question came up in council again.
